The  invading  men  from  Ft.  Collins  will  be  trying  to  upset 
BYU’s  bid  for  a high  finish  when  the.  two  clubs  meet  at  1:30 
I p.m.  in  Cougar  Stadium. 

From  the  Brigham  vantage 
point,  BYU  must  win  to  remain 
in  second  place,  and  by  so  doing 
so.  the  up-and-coming  Cougars 
have  an  outside  shot  at  the  title. 
A Championship? 

Should  Utah  State’s  Farmers 
put  the  cabash  on  Utah’s  front- 
running Redskins,  BYU,  which 
has  been  resting  (or  mildewing) 
for  two  weeks,  could  back  into 
the  Skyline  Championship  by 
beating  New  Mexico  two  days 
after  Thanksgiving.

Bookstore  Increases  Pace 
To  Serve  Students  Better

From  occupying  two-thirds  of  the  Physical  Plant  Bldg,  in 
1947  to  moving  to  the  modem  building  of  today — this  demon- 
strates the  advancement  and  growth  of  the  campus  bookstore. 

Using  as  its  goal  the  service  of  students,  this  department 
of  Brigham  Young  University  profits  no  individual.  Students 
are  benefited  because  profits  made  fron\  the  store  are  returned 
to  the  school. 

Some  of  these  returned  funds  have  helped  pay  for  the 
fieldhouse  and  tennis  courts.  Money  is  now  used  to  pay  for 
the  bokstore  building  and  given  to  the  student  commons  build- 
ing fund. 

“Competitive”  is  the  byword  for  prices.  To  be  fair  to  down- 
town merchants,  merchandise  is  priced  to  compare  with  items 
downtown,  acocrding  to  Dave  Jensen,  sales  manager.  H.  Neil 
McKnight,  manager,  said  that  although  the  bookstore  cannot 
possibly  match  prices  with  all  the  sales  in  downtown  stores,  the 
campus  store  will  sponsor  “sales  of  our  own.” 

Checks  totaling  from  $5  to  $20,000  are  cashed  each  day 
at  the  bookstore.  Many  students  do  not  realize  that  the  book- 
store must  pay  at  least  $300  each  month  to  provide  them  with 
check -cashing  service,  according  to  McKnight. 

By  hiring  63  part-time  workers  and  only  10  full-time  em- 
ployees, the  BYU  bookstore  is  helping  many  students  earn  the 
money  neded  to  remain  in  school.  McKnight  said  that  many 
college  stores  only  hired  student  workers  during  rush  periods — 
such  as  the  first  few  weeks  of  school. 

Textbook  department  in  the  basement  also  benefits  many 
students.  Unless  books  are  badly  worn  or  have  broken  backs, 
the  bookstore  will  buy  the  used  books  from  students. 

Student  worker  Mary  Jo  Bridge  commented  that  the 
books  can  be  underlined  and  have  names  written  in  them 
and  will  still  be  accepted.

It  is  guided  by  an 
old-fashioned  “joy  stick”  ar- 
rangement which  gives  the  sol- 
dier complete  control  of  its 
flight.  French  mastered  the 
tricky  problem  of  perfecting  the 
uncoiling  wire  technique. 

French  soldiers  were  picked 
at  random  for  the  demonstra- 
tion to  prove  that  the  weapon 
did  not  need  trained  specialists. 


DURING  THE  demonstration 
the  soldiers  fired  the  missile  at 
a 45-degree  angle  from  the  tar- 
get and  curved  it  in  mid-flight 


to  prove  it  can  go  around  cor- 
ners. 


In  the  demonstration  a large 
number  of  tanks  was  moved 
over  a hill  by  radio  control. 
Within  minutes  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  tanks  were  de- 
stroyed.

LONDON,  (INS) — Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  Prince  Philip  caused 
some  eyebrow  lifting  today  by 
failing  to  invite  most  of  the 
members  of  their  wedding  party 
to  a tenth  anniversary  palace 
party  last  evening. 

Even  Princess  Margaret,  prin- 
cipal bridesmaid  at  her  sister’s 
wedding  in  1947,  did  not  go  to 
the  party  until  after  midnight, 
following  dinner  and  the  theater 
with  Billy  Wallace  and  other 
friends. 

A palace  spokesman  explained 
“It  was  a private  party  of  con- 
temporaries and  closest  friends 
of  the  Queen  and  Duke.” 

However,  the  Queen  Mother 
was  at  the  party  and  society  gos- 
. sips  felt  Margaret  should  have 
been,  too. 

Philip’s  best  man,  the  Marquis 
of  Milford  Haven,  also  was  miss- 
ing but  that  was  no  surprise. 

Milford  Haven,  once  one  of 
Philip’s  best  friends,  hasn’t  been 
seen  in  the  royal  circle  in  sever- 
al years,  not  since  he  allowed 
some  memoirs  containing  per- 
sonal anecdotes ' about  Philip  to 
be  published. 


SEATTLE.  (INS)  — Teamster 
Dave  Beck  told  40  of  the  union’s 
hand-picked  organizeds  Wednes- 
day that  he  “must”  continue  as 
boss  of  the  1,500,000-member 
organization. 

Beck’s  current  term  expires 
Dec.  1 but  he  plans  to  hold  on 
the  the  union  reins  “until  a suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.” 
DETROIT’S  James  Hoffa  was 
elected  president  at  the  union’s 
September  convention  in  Miami, 
Fla.,  but  has  been  barred,  tem- 
porarily at  least,  from  stepping 
into  office  by  a federal  court. 

Beck  explained  his  position  in 
Seattle  Tuesday  by  saying  “Un- 
til the  court  approves  the  last 
convention  decision  or  renders 
decision  that  will  force  a new 
convention,  I will  hold  office.” 
The  portly  teamster  head  em- 


phasized that  the  Hoffa  dispute 
has  yet  to  come  into  court  for 
final  deermination  and  foresaw 
the  possibility  of  a time-consum- 
ing appeal. 

HE  SAID  IT  would  take  at 
least  90  days  after  a final  legal 
decision  against  Hoffa  to  call  a 
new  Teamsters’  Union  conven- 
tion. 

“By  precedent  of  long  stand- 
ing,” said  Beck,  “the  president 
stays  in  office  until  a successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  I tried 
to  be  succeeded  and  that  matter 


has  been  stopped  or  deferred.  It 
is  something  over  which  I had 
no  control.” 

BECK  SAID  he  sumpioned  the 
organizers  to  Seattle  because  of 
his  courtroom  commitments.  He 
is  slated  to  appear  as  a witness 
for  his  son,  Dave,  Jr.,  who  is  on 
trial  for  charges  of  grand  lar- 
ceny— selling  two  union-owner 
cars  and  keeping  the  proceeds. 

Beck  himself  is  also  under  in- 
dictment on  a similar  charge 
and  is  scheduled  to  go  on  trial 
Dec.  2.  „

last  month. 


WASHINGTON  — (INS)  — Sen.  Irving  Ives  (R)  N.Y., 
advanced  four  new  legislative  proposals  Wednesday  to  correct 
labor-management  abuses  uncovered  by  the  Senate  Rackets 
Committee  but  he  opposed  blanketing  labor  under  anti-trust 
laws. 


Ives,  vice  chairman  of  the  committee,  labeled  his  program 
“corrective,  not  punitive.”  He  said  he  has  drafted  legislation 
to: 

— Insure  democracy  in  labor  organizations  by  requiring 
secret  ballots  in  the  election  of  officers  and  all  other  matters 
requiring  a vote  of  the  union  membership. 

— Prevent  the  misappropriation  and  misuse  of  union  funds 
by  making  it  a $50,000  fine  for  a union  not  to  file  full  financial 
reports  with  the  Secretary  of  Labor. 


Health  Service 


Reports  ‘Peak’ 
Reached  in  Flu 


WASHINGTON  (INS)—  Public 
Health  Service  said  Thursday 
there  are  several  indications 
that  the  peak  of  the  current 
epidemic  of  influenza  has  been 
reached  in  some  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  federal  health  agency 
said  that  “a  number  of  states” 
have  reported  fewer  cases  in  the 
past  two  weeks  than  during  the 
previous  two  or  three  weeks. 

In  addition,  school  and  indus- 
trial absenteeism  has  dropped  to 
normal  for  this  time  of  year  in 
some  states,  and  others  report 
no  new  outbreaks.

LOS  ANGELES,  (INS)  — The 
State  Department  has  granted  a 
passport  to  Attorney  A,  L.  Wirin 
to  go  to  Red  China  and  North 
Korea. 

W.  G.  Nerren,  acting  director 
of  the  Passport  office  in  Los 
Angeles,  signed  Wirin’s  passport 
yesterday,  well  within  the  30 
days  stipulated  by  Federal  Judge 
Lois  E.  Goodman.

The  Powells  and  Julius  Schu- 
man,  a staff  member  of  the  pub- 
lication, are  accused  of  sedition 
because  they  allegedly  printed 
false  reports  about  the  United 
States  during  the  Korean  War. 


WIRIN,  THEIR  attorney 
sought,  but  was  refused,  a pass- 
port to  go  to  Red  China  and 
North  Korea  to  interview  wit- 
nesses and  gather  evidence  for 
them. 


Judge  Goodwin  ruled  that  the 
State  Department’s  interference 
with  Wirin’s  access  to  the  two 
Far  Eastern  countries  was  a de- 
nial of  the  Powells’  rights  under 
the  Fifth  an  dxSith  Amend- 
ments. 

Wirin  said  he  would  spend 
about  three  months  in  the  Orient 
and  that  witnesses  he  plans  to 
interview'  include  China’s  For- 
eign Minister,  Chou  En-Lai  and 
North  Korea’s  President,  Kim  II 
Sung.
